Memorial Service 
For Dr. Callard 

Professor Keith Callard was 
buried Wednesday in Accra, the 
capital of Ghana. 

Dr. Callard, an Associate Pro- 
fessor of Political Science and a 
research associate of Islamic stud- 
ies, died unexpectedly while in 
Africa to study governmental pro- 
cedure. 

The Canadian High Commissio- 
ner's Office, after consultation 
with his mother, completed the 
arrangements for Dr. Callard's fu- 
neral service. It was agreed that 
his burial among the Afro-Asian 
people whose interests he shared 
was particularly appropriate. 

Professor J. R. Maliory, head 
of the Department of Economics 
and Political Science, announced 
that Dr. Callard's colleagues will 
pay their last respects at a me- 
morial service to be conducted in 
Divinity Hall early ne.xt week. 

Many fellow professors are sug- 
gesting a permanent memorial of 
his contribution to our understand- 
ing of the Middle East.

Union Undergoes Change; 
Extensive Repairs Made 



"To provide facilities for at many students and as many different functions as is phy- 
sically possible . . .", v/ero the words of Andrew Roman, Chairman, Union Board of Managers, 
in summarizing the attitude of Union policy makers. Over five thousand dollars worth of repairs 
to the Union building ond facilities have resulted from this policy during the summer. 



New equipment has been pur- 
chased for the Cafeteria and Grill 
Room, while the existing equip- 
ment has been rearranged for 
greater utility. Both rooms have 
been rcfurnislicd and decorated 
more attractively; the cafeteria 
now bousts table cloths. 

FINE FOOD 

Tho catering concession has been 
transferred to Burns Catering Ser- 
vices, who have pledged a higher 
standard of food and service tlian 
tile Union has previously had. 

Two features of the Grill Room 
remain unchanged. The Cost price 
structure has not been substan- 
tially altered, and Tino still ma- 
kes sandwiches' at the short-order 
sandwich counter. 



In a further attempt at maxi- 
mum utilization of present facili- 
ties, tltc Games Room has been 
abolished. Instead, there are five 
new offices and a new meeting- 
room, the Cue Room. 

It was felt that the pool room 
was tised by a relatively small 
group of people, and that the 
use of the site for campus or- 
ganizations in need of office space 
would represent a greater number 
of students. 

BALL ROOM 

Tho third noticeable feature of 
the renovated Union is in the 
new aspect of the ball-room. It 
has been repainted, floors have 
been sanded and varnished, and 
the plaster has been repaired 



to make a marked improvement 
in the room. 

Otlicr alterations in tlie Union 
sucii as minor repairs, new locks, 
and the formation of a Building 
Security Committee (William Cars- 
well, Chairman) are not as ap- 
parent. 

Asked to comment on the need 
for a new union, the President 
replied : "In spite of the extensive 
renovations which have been made 
to tlie Union, the need for a new 
union remains cxtcrmely great". 

He also stated that the Univer- 
sity Administration is aware of 
this problem and that he hopes 
to see concrete evidence of this 
recognition within the coming 
year.

IT WOULD SEEM that orrs of the qualities a successful uni- 
verslt/ student must possess, at McGill anyhow, is the 
ability to stand In line. Any individual without Infinlts 
patience and extremely durable feet has little, if any, chance 
of advancing his college career. 

During the first week of lectures, most people ore drawn 
by the call of the bookstore which conveniently carries a 
more or less complete stock of all necessary texts. However, 
those who must use the, store In the basement of the Arts 
Building, i.e. everybody enrolled in the Faculty of Arts and 
Science, discover several hundred other students with the 
some idea. The result t long lines of people waiting to get 
into the store. 

Once they do monoge to squirm their way through the 
enlronce, they find themselves surrounded by something 
which is only slightly removed from chaos. Then, if the 
student Is fortunate enough to be able to sort the texts he 
needs despite the confusion, he discovers that he is in 
another formidable queue of people, all waiting for tlie 
opportunity of being allowed to pay. 

The Bookstore has been operating for many years, in 
very much the same manner. Students hove been coming 
to McGill for many years. In rapidly increasing numbers. 
It is tin:"i that somebody realized that these two facts ore 
quito incompatible and that the present Bookstore arrange- 
ment is second only to the Union in regard to its woeful in- 
adequacy to serve the needs of students at McGill. 

Although some of the required books can be purchased 
elsewhere, many others oire . available exclusively through the 
Bookstore. The captive' consunieirs certainly can expect to be 
shown at least a minimum degree of consideration. It might 
be said that the Bookstore is doing students a favour by 
supplying all the books they need. On the other hand, there 
is only one bookstore in this city which can be certain that 
all its stock will be sold. 

The problem, aggravated this year by the fact that 
freshmen began lectures at the same time as second, third, 
and fourth year students, reaches an acute stage for a period 
of not much more than a w^ek each year. During this time, 
it would be very simple if thé store could set up shop in 
eight or ten locations. 

Books could be divided among these places by subject, 
year, or in any manner the bookstore finds most convenient. 
Finding suitable locations would not be too difficult as they 
would only be required for a maximum of two weeks. The 
"smoking room", part of the cloak-room in the Library, the 
cloak rooms under Redpath Hall, Redpath Museum, and even 
the Union are just a few of the places which could be readily 
■ turned Into temporary stores. 

Then, there is the problem of payment. The solution Is 
simple — payment by cheque only, something which many 
students do in the present Bookstore. 

The acquisition of staff might be another drawback. 
It should be observed, however, that the present full and 
part-time staff would form an excellent nucleus around which 
the branch store plan could be put into effect, they certainly 
wouldn't mind working in a more refined atmosphere. The 
payroll might be slightly higher but, as Bookstore profits go 
to the Students' Society, all this would mean is that the 
students are losing a negligible amount for the right to buy 
their books in comfort. 

A partial step in the right direction was taken when it 
was decided to keep the store open until 8.30. This, however. 
Is no help to many students who do their studying at home 
and leave the Campus after their last lecture. 

During the post three years enrollment at McGill has 
jumped by approximately 2,000. In the light of this Increase 
It has become necessary to examine oil the facilities used 
by students and to consider new approaches if the old ones 
have become obsolete. The Bookstore is now in the class of 
Items impractical to a university of McGill's present sire, and 
change should be Immediate.

A Daily Survey 
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MnhM At McGiU - Yes Or No ? 



The old issue of discrimina- 
tion in fraternities is coming 
to be as inevitable a feature 
of this time of year as falling 
leaves and a rush of business 
in the . University : Bookstore. 
This month has .seen a charge 
of racial discrimination at two 
houses on the University of 
British Columbia campus, and 
an article in Esquire suggest- 
ing that the Ku Klux Klan spi- 
rit predominates among the na- 
tional executive of U.S. fra- 
ternities. 

More recently the question has 
arisen close to home with an 
alleged coso of discrimination 
at a fraternity house on this cam- 
pus. Elsewhere on this page 
both sides of the story are pre- 
sented. It would be unwise at 
this stage to say which ver- 
sion is the truth. 

On this page is presented a 
complète survey of men's frater- 
nities at McGiU and their views 
on this issue. It is not presented 
with the Intention of taking si- 
des, wliich our readers will do 
for themselves (if they haven't 
already). The fraternities are 
fond of saying that they have 
"nothing to hide". This was their 
chance to prove it and it would 
not be out of place to thank 
them for the co-operation which 
was generally received. Our 
survey indicates that the fra- 
ternity record on discrimination 
is not spoUesSibut ion the other 
hand the fraternities are not 
the sinister conspiracy against 



human brotherhood pictured by 
their numerous detractors. 

Interviewed by the Daiiy yes- 
terday Inter-Fraternity Council 
President- John Cleghorn, who 
doubles, as the^President of Psl 
Upsilon, pointed ' out that in 
most houses 75% of the mem- 
bers must approve a new mem- 
ber. "People brought in are 
the .ones they 'like", he added, 
"the general feeling is that there 
should be no discriminalion 
clause but that's as much as 
we care to say". 

An alphabetical list of fra- 
ternities follows with the inform- 
ation we were able to gain on 
their policies : 

ALPHA DELTA PHI 

Alpha Delta Phi President Jake 
Eberts said that the constitu- 
tion has no discrimination clau- 
se. There are no negroes at pre- 
sent and there were none in 
the past two years. 

ALPHA KAPPA KAPPA 

One of two medical fraterni- 
ties on campus, AKK has no 
discrimination according to Pre- 
sident Bruce Wolff. He rcinein- 
bers no negro members In 3 
years with the house but sev- 
eral have been rushed. Tlie 
membership Includes "numerous 
Chinese". 

DELTA KAPPA EPSILON 

Vice-President John Le Baron 
said there arc no negroes In 
his house and have been none 
that he can -remembered, but 
that this is not a result of de- 
liberate policy. "Most Nigerians 
and West Indians arc not in- 



terested", he explained, "we 
don't know them — maybe we 
should but we don't. There 
would be no objection if one 
of tile brothers said he knew 
one who wanted to be rushed". 

DELTA SIOMA PHI 
This house occupies a special 
opsition as tho site of the in- 
cident referred to elsewhere on 
this page. President George Po- 
land refused to say whether the 
constitution contains a referen- 
ce to discrimination on the 
grounds that "the constitution 
is a private affair".

ternity) Poland remembered no 
negroes having been rushed in 
the last two years but.said "we 
have rented rooms to negroes."

A spokesman for the' house pro- 
duced the information that 50% 
of the brothers were from out- 
side of Jlontreal. Becoming mo- 
re specific, he added that all 
present members of the liouse 
were white. Jews have been 
rushed in the past but as far 
as he knows no negroes. 
KAPPA ALPHA 

House Manager Eric Visser 
said that there is no discrimi- 
nation clause in the constitu- 
tion, fie remembers no negroes 
in the chapter but "did have a 
Jew two or three years ago".

Kditor's note : This Idler was 
rccctucd by the Editor in Chief 
of the Dally yesterday. The inci- 
dent referred to apparently oc- 
curred on Tuesday. 
We would like to bring to 
your attention a very distressing 
situation with which one of tlie 
latest West Indian arrivals was 
faced during the first hours 
in Montreal. It is almost im- 
possible to believe that this 
really happened in this city 
and more especially that it was 
meted out by students of this 
reputable University, since we 
hold McGlll in high esteem and 
never anticipated such an ex- 
perience. 

On Friday, September 22, a 
Jamaican pre-dcntal scholar ar- 
rived in Montreal to begin his 
university career in McGlll's fa- 
culty of Arts and Science. Hav- 
ing contacted the West Indian 
Student!s liason offices to so- 
licit advise concerning accomo- 
dation, he was directed to the 
McGlll Room's Registry. From 
there after a telephone conver- 
sation confirming vacancies, he 
was sent to the Delta Sigma 
Phi fraternity bouse. On his ar- 
rival he was met by the treas- 



urer (a "white" West Indian) 
who greeted him warmly and 
proceeded to show him around 
the house while, in the inte- 
rim, it was explained to him 
tliat "a mistake" had been ma- 
de. According to the treasurer 
the telephone call from the re- 
gistry was answered by a "new 
member" who was unfamiliar 
with the situation regarding va- 
cancies. After further conversa- 
tion concerning expenses, the _ 
student left the fraternity with- ' 
out accomodation. 

The matter was brought to 
the attention of this executive 
Upon investigation certain, start- 
ing facts were revealed. It was 
disclosed that after the student's / 
visit, the treasurer of the fra- 
ternity called the registry re- 
questing that only Canadians 
and Americans be directed to 
his fraternity. Subsequent tele- 
phono conversations revolving 
around the W.I. Liason officer, 
tile room's registry, and the fra- 
ternity uncovered an undeniable 
case of discrimination. 

It is worthwhile to note that 
upon registering vacancies at 
their house, the fraternity ma- 
de it clear to the registry that 



any student would l>e welcome. 
However, following this inci- 
dent, the registration card has 
been amended to exclude cer- 
tain racial groups from seeking 
accomodation there. Further, it 
may be added that the student 
involved had little or no know- 
ledge of what a fraternity ' is 
like or what It stands for and 
carried with him no aspirations 
for becoming a "brother". 
Indeed this case reveals a num- 
ber of facts to which none can 
be indifferent. In this first pla- 
ce it brings to light tho cons- 
tantly denied discriminatory 
practices at certain campus fra- 
ternities; secondly it exempli- 
fies' the lacking of these organ- 
izations to their U.S. chapters; 
last but by no means' least it 
bocome quite clear that we need 
to stop accusing our neigh- 
bours south of the border and 
turn ourselves to some exten- 
sive housecleaning right here 
at home.

The Fraternity Replies 



Gordon Stobel, Treasurer of 
Delta Sigma presented his side 
of the story in an Interview with 
the Daily last night. The West 
Indian student, arrived at the 
house on Tuesday and asked for 
a room. On being told that the 
cost of room and board was 
$110 a month he said that this 
was more than he wished to pay 



and left "Quite happy". Alleged- 
ly ho then went to the rooms 
registry and complained that he 
had been discriminated against 
because of his racial origin. The 
Rooms Registry telephoned tho 
fraternity later in the day to 
inquire about the incident. Sto- 
bel then told the Rooms Registry 
that to prevent further incidents 



only Canadian and American 
students should be. referred to 
the house for rooms. 

Meanwhile the fraternity exe- 
cutive apparently decided tiiat 
because of the approaching rush- 
ing season the rooms in the 
house should not be rented at 
alL 



KAPPA RHO TAU 

President John Simons said 
that there has never been any 
discrimination of any kind and 
"several races and creeds are 
represented". 

LAMBDA CHI ALPHA 

President David Fraser volun- 
teered that "no minorities have 
been represented In his cliapter 
in the last five years but one 
negro was rushed a year or 
two ago. No discrimination clau- 
se. 

NU SIGMA NU 

Neil Winn, President of the 
second medical fraternity to be 
Interviewed said that "we do 
have Jewish fellows" and two or 
three Chinese, but no negroes. 
One was bid two years ago. 
No discrimination clause. Most 
Chinese medical students go to 
AKK. he indicated. 

PHI DELTA THETA 

President Nick Morse said that 
there are no negroes in the 
house but that there was an 
American Indian a few years 
ago. "We have not been rushing 
Jews and don't know if we 
have any intention of doing so". 
PHI EPSILON PI 

Stan Plotnik, President, express- 
ly states that tills is a non-sec- 
tarian fraternity, and that there 
is no discrimination clause in the 
constitution. Although there are 
no negroes in the Montreal 
house, there arc in other chap- 
ters. 

PHI GAMMA DELTA 

President Ian Henderson cites 
that there is no discrimination 
clause. Since the chapter started 
In 1948, there' have been no 
non-white members. There are 
currently no Jewish brothers of 
tills chapter, but there arc in 
the national fraternity. Hender- 
son did not know If there ever 
had been any at McGlll. 
PHI KAPPA PI 

Bob Aikman, President, says 
that there is no discrimination 
clause. Presently, there is one 
Chinese and one Indonesian 
member. In the past, there 
were several Jamaicans, a negro, 
and a Indonesian. Jews have 



been rushed. They just ask if the 
rushces are good men. 
PS! UPSILON 

There is no discrimination 
clause in the constitution, states 
President John Cleghorn. Pre- 
sently, the house is all Cauca- 
sian, but there was an Arab 
brother last year. Last year two 
Negroes and one Jew were rush- 
ed. At the moment there arc no 
Jewish members. Cleghorn con- 
tinued that this is a non-secta- 
rian chapter. 

SIGMA ALPHA MU • 

As per constitution, this Is a 
non-sectarian, non-raclal discri- 
minatory fraternity, offers Pres- 
ident David Genser. In the na- 
tional fraternity, there are bro- 
thers of all colours and religions. 
There are no negro members 
in this chapter. 

SIGMA CHI 

The clause restricting mem- 
bership to whites was recently 
removed, states Paul Clark, 
President. There is now no 
clause making reference to col- 
our as a criterion. Clark did not 
know if any non-whites were 
being rushed this year. 
TAU EPSILON PHI 

Although all members are pre- 
sently Jewish, states Vice-Pres- 
ident Hy Ross, there is no dis- 
crimination clause. A few years 
ago there was a South African 
brother. They do rush non-Jew- 
ish boys, and a West-Indian was 
bid last year. 

THETA DELTA CHI 

President John Cole said that 
there is no discrimination clause. 
"We bid all types that we feel 
would benefit from i)donging to 
the house. We rushed a negro 
last year who decided not to 
join."

that tries to obtain rights for ne- 
Srocs. It has succeeded to a certain 
degree in the northern states and 
is trying to obtain similar results 
in tlie south. 

Tiie whites, wlio naturally have 
no great love for the organization 
on principle, feel that it is taking 
the small amount of extra money 
that the negroes In the south do 
have, and more or less throwing 
it away. 

STRANGE LAW 

In school, the negroes do not do 
as Avell as the whites academically. 

This seems to be the case statis- 
tically, and so there is a rather 
unusual law in effect in some 
southern states (eg. Alississippi). 

A student cannot fail the same 
grade more than once. If he does, 
he is passed automatically. This 
of course, makes for difficulties es- 
pecially after this happens to a 
student for the third time. The 
drop out rate for negroes is ap- 
parently higher than for whites. 

One of the main things that we 
northerners do not realize, and as 
a matter of fact, cannot know, is 
the. difference between northern 
negroes, and tliose who live in the 
south. Some light will he shed on 
that subject in the next article.
